Obama said that melting 
ice caps and increas- 

ing global temperatures 
are signs that climate 
change is real and that 
he will seek to mitigate 
the damage from the 
phenomenon. 

The impact of a warm- 
ing globe will be costly 
and the steps to reduce 
carbon in the atmosphere 
will also require big in- 
vestments, so confront- 
ing climate change will be 
a difficult political under- 
taking, he said. 


On Petraeus 
Obama said no one has 
provided any evidence 
so far to indicate that 
classified information 
was disclosed as a re- 
sult of the sex scandal 
that cost Petraeus his 
job as head of the CIA. 

“General Petraeus 
had an extraordinary 
career,” Obama said, 
but by Petraeus’ own 
assessment, the former 
top commander of U.S. 
troops in Afghanistan 
no longer met the stan- 
dards to keep running 
the CIA. 


On 
immigration 
Obama said he 

is very confident 
he can work with 
Congress to re- 
form immigration 
laws, and he ex- 
pects a bill will be 
introduced soon 
after his January 
inauguration. 


On Iran 

Obama said he will renew efforts 
for a diplomatic resolution to 
Iran’s suspected attempt to build 
a nuclear weapon, but denied 
that any talks with Tehran were 
imminent. 

He said reports that emerged 
before his re-election on Nov. 6 
of impending U.S. talks with Iran 
were “not true and ... are not true 


as of today.” But he said diploma- 


cy remains his preferred option. 

“| will try to make a push in the 
coming months to see if we can 
open up a dialogue between Iran 
and—not just us but the interna- 
tional community—to see if we 
can get this thing resolved.” 


On the recession 
Obama said a tax hike 
on the middle class 
could result in slowing 
retail sales for the holi- 
days and could affect 
business planning and 
hiring. 

“We could go back 
into recession. It would 
be a bad thing,” Obama 
said, describing a sce- 
nario where lawmakers 
fail to agree on the tax 
and spending issues 
associated with the “fis- 
cal cliff” by year-end 
deadlines.

WASHINGTON To the extent that 
anything is clear about the fiscal 
cliff negotiations that begin this 
week, it’s this: President Obama 
will push hard to increase taxes 
on the rich. 

He made that point obvious at 
a press conference Wednesday, 
his first since being re-elected to 
a second term. 

“When it comes to the top 
2 percent, what I’m not going to 
do is to extend further a tax cut 
for folks who don’t need it, which 
would cost close to $1 trillion,” 
Obama said, referring to the 
Bush tax cuts that apply to in- 
come over $200,000. 

“And it’s very difficult to see 
how you make up that $1 tril- 
lion—if we’re serious about defi- 
cit reduction—just by closing 
loopholes and deductions.” 

The president spoke on a 
wide range of topics, including 
the widening scandal involving 
former CIA Director David Pe- 
traeus, who resigned last week in 
the wake of news that he had an 
affair. Here are a few highlights 
from the press conference. 


On Mitt Romney 
Obama says he has not 
met with his Republican 
opponent, Gov.

SOME ARE SKIPPING TURKEY & STUFFING 
FOR FUN IN THE SUN WITH THEIR FRIENDS

John Pham spent last Thanksgiving half a 
world away from his family, opting to share 
a makeshift American feast with a group of 
Australians in Sydney instead of with his par- 
ents in the northwest suburbs. 

Though he got the cold shoulder from his 
mother—who still considers attendance man- 
datory—Pham said Thanksgiving has been 
a dwindling, low-key tradition in his family, 
especially in recent years. So, with the right 
combination of cheap airfare—his trip in- 
cluded 10 flights for a little more than $2,000 
—and time off from work, Pham jetted out to 
spend the holiday abroad. 

“Honestly, it was the best Thanksgiving I 
ever had,” the 28-year-old Uptown resident 
said. “It was really fun to celebrate abroad.” 

Pham is an outlier when it comes to holiday 
travelers. Fifty-nine percent of people said 
their journeys in November and December 
were to visit friends and family, according to 
a 2011 survey of holiday travel habits by Trip 
Advisor. But choosing to skip traditional 
holiday plans may be on the uptick. There 
was a 14 percent decline in the number of 
people who said they’re staying at a family or 
friend’s home during the holiday season over 
last year—from 51 percent to 37 percent—ac- 
cording to vacation rental website Home- 
Away.

Truck operators sue city 
over ordinance provisions

Three operators of the Schnitzel King and 
Cupcakes for Courage food trucks filed a law- 
suit Wednesday in Cook County Circuit Court 
against the city, challenging two food truck or 
dinance provisions. 

At issue are requirements that food trucks 
stay 200 feet away from brick-and-mortar 
street-level restaurants and install GPS devices. 

“All of these provisions have one and only 
one reason: to protect a few politically con- 
nected restaurateurs from competition,” Rob- 
ert Frommer, staff attorney for the Institute 
for Justice, a national public interest law firm 
representing the plaintiffs, said at a downtown 


news conkerence Weelrestlay 

“Government is here to protect our public 
health and safety, not decide which businesses 
should be given special treatment. It is the con- 
sumers who should make the decision about 
what businesses they should support, not the 
government.” 

The City Council passed the food truck or- 
dinance in July that also allows trucks to cook 
and prepare food onboard, expands their hours 
of operation and creates designated food truck 
stands. But it also increases the license fee and 
sets stiff penalties of up to $2,000. 

Asa result, food truck operators are “scared” 
to come to the Loop now, said Greg Burke, 
owner of Schnitzel King. He said 200-foot rule 
makes it hard to do business. 

“Competition is the American way,” Burke 
said. “If I don’t do well, I'll fail. If {the restau- 


rants] do well, they'll succeesL” 

Consumers benefit from the canypetitinn as 
well, Frommer said. 

“That means the tens af thousands of af- 
fice workers who every day would Ike to have 
something different for lunch, they dan’t get 
that option to go to a food thick because the 
city took it away from them,” Frarumer said, 

Food truck operators are concerned the im- 
pact the ordinance will have nn their business.

GAZASTRIP Israel launched a series of blister- 
ing air strikes Wednesday on what it says are 
terrorist targets in Gaza, killing the chief of 
Hamas’ military wing and at least eight oth- 
ers, Israeli and Palestinian officials said. 

Palestinian leaders immediately con- 
demned the attacks as an escalation, with 
President Mahmoud Abbas calling for an 
emergency session of the Council of the 
League of Arab States to discuss what he 
called Israeli “aggression,” the Egyptian state 
news agency MENA reported. 

Hamas’ military wing warned that Israelis 
had opened “the gates of hell on themselves” 
with the move. 

Areport on the Israel Defense Forces web- 
site said Brig. Gen. Yoav Moredechai would 
not rule out a ground attack. 

“Infantry brigades have been shifted in 
preparation for the operation,” he said, ac- 
cording to the website. 

Israeli military spokeswoman Lt. Colo- 
nel Avital Leibovich said: “There are some 
reserve units that are preparing but nothing 
more than that at this point.” 

There were at least 35 airstrikes in an eight- 
hour span, Hamas security sources said. As 
night fell, more air strikes could be heard, 
and Hamas security officials said four more 
attacks hit empty swaths of farmland in Gaza

The dead included Ahmed al-Ja’abari, the 
popular and influential head of the Hamas 
military wing, and his son, the group said on 
its website. 

Egypt recalled its ambassador to Israel on 
Tuesday, the Israeli Foreign Ministry said. 

The US. said Israel has the right to defend 
itself, according to a statement from the State 
Department. 

“We strongly condemn the barrage of rock- 
et fire from Gaza into southern Israel, and we 
regret the death and injury of innocent Israeli 
and Palestinian civilians caused by the ensu- 
ing violence,” the statement said. “There is no 
justification for the violence that Hamas and 
other terrorist organizations are employing 
against the people of Israel.”

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Scott Anderson onstage 
in ‘American Storm,’ 
on TV in ‘Reality Show’

For most people, filming themselves in un- 
derwear and posting the finished product on 
YouTube is never a good idea. But for Chi- 
cago-based actor Scott Anderson, who'd set 
aside his performance career for a “real” job, it 
landed him a starring role on “Reality Show,” 
a new Showtime dark comedy created by and 
co-starring Chicago native Adam Rifkin. 

Anderson plays Dennis Warwick, a 
straight-laced dad whose life unravels when 
his family is filmed without their knowledge 
for a “real” reality show. They turn out to be 
so dull that the producer is forced to inject 
outside conflict into their lives, and the con- 
sequences become tragic. “Reality Show” 
debuted November 1 and continues through 
December 20. 

On Friday, Anderson, a singer-songwriter 
and guitarist in the band Wooden Hearts who 
also performs as singer Fred Schneider in a 
B-52s tribute band called Planet Claire, takes 
the stage in Theater Seven of Chicago’s world 
premiere production of “American Storm.” 
He plays Robert Duffet, the owner of a prize 
thoroughbred that was discovered in 1962 at a 
small-town horse track. 

We called Anderson to hear more about the 
shows and how his pantsless video scored him 
a prime role. 


What type of character do you play in 
“American Storm”? 

I play the owner of a horse track in a small 
fictional town called Weldon, Ohio. And 
unlike my character in “Reality Show,” who’s 
very sure of himself, this character in “Ameri- 
can Storm” is very conflicted about what his 
role in life should be. He’s got a lot of money, 
but he really wants to roll up his sleeves and 
be part of the group that actually works with 
the horses. He’s had an affair with awoman 
—he’s got a lot of complications going on. 


How did you get cast in “Reality Show”? 
A friend of mine has worked closely with 
the director on several shows—he’s the art 
director—and he called me up and said, 
“They’re having a hard time casting the 
lead—the dad. Would you be interested in 
auditioning?” ... 

So we set up in my living room... I had 
{laughs} one daughter who held the camera; 
she’s nine years old. My wife was off-camera;

she read the other person’s parts. And my 
other daughter, who was four at the time, was 
walking in and out of the scene—I couldn’t 
get her to get out. 


What was the scene? 

I was {laughs} in my underwear getting 
berated by my wife for not having a job. We 
finished; I put my clothes on {laughs} and 
uploaded the audition to YouTube and sent 
it over to them. Two weeks later, we were 
having dinner with some friends in our new 
apartment and a guy calls and says, “You’ve 
just been cast as a lead on a new Showtime

miniseries.” Four days later, I was on a plane. 
I had a 400-page script to memorize. 


What’s different about working in TV as 
compared to theater? 

There were no rehearsals. You had one or two 
takes at the most and then they moved on to 
the next scene. ... It’s more about the charac- 
ter and trying to get the essence of it right. If 
you went off-script, it was OK if the scene was 
good. Whereas in the play, you have to honor 
the playwright— the playwright is the king in 
theater and every word has to be just right.
